attempts to register or vote would 
bring "trouble". 


Obstacles said to be placed in 


the way of Negroes registering to 
vote—although several witnesses 
said they were registered when 
they persisted. 


Challenges to their ballots when 


they were cast, so that witnesses 


complained 
they never learned 


whether their votes were counted. 


A Negro Congregationalist min- 


ister. Rev. William Bender of 
Tougaloo college,' said a deputy 
sheriff in whose pocket he could 
see a pistol "dared" him to enter 
a polling place to vote.

The demand for eggs in this 


country has dropped somewhat 
from the wartime peak. 
But a 


demand for U. S. eggs has sprung 
up in Switzerland, France, and 
England. 


English buyers, allowed to im- 


port poultry for the first time 
since before the war, are interest- 
ed in chickens, ducks and gep.=e 
and sizeable shipments of poultry 
have already been made to Eng- 
land. 


Just when we thougnt the tur- 


key market might be over-sup- 
plied, it developed that the tur- 
key crop in Canada had been poor. 
So U. S. turkeys are now moving 
across our northern border—and 
the market is much firmer than 
it was for awhile. 


The same thing is happening in 


other food industries. 


European 
countiies 
used 
to j 


ship cheese o\er heie. Now they 
want to buy it from us. even 


though the price is still abnormal- 
ly high. 


Milk and powdered eggs are be- 


ing shipped to South America. 


Brazilian buyers want sweet 


butter. 


In the Philippines they want 


evaporated milk. 


Milk products and ice cream 


mix are being shipped to China 
and India. 


These are just a few examples 


of thf export trade that is de- 
veloping. 
But it gives you an 


idea of what is going on. 
And 


it's happened so fast that 1 don't 
think many people realize it yet. 


It's hard to tell how long this 


foreign demand will last. Maybe 
longer than we think. And long 
enough, ac least, to cushion the 
drop 'in food prices. 
I'm con- 


vinced of that.

foreign 
trade 
with the United 


States in 1932. In recent years be- 
tween 80 and 90 percent of her 
foreign trade has been with the 
United States.

creasing sharply over the past five 
yell's, have reached the level of 
1929 
or better, advance figures 


from the 1945 U. S. Census of Ag- 
riculture indicate. 


Value of the average farm in the 


county went up from §18,000 in 
19-10 to S26.000 last year when the 
census was taken, and has increas- 
ed further since then. The aver- 
age \diue in I93o was $22,000. 


Total value of all farm land and 


buildings in the county rose from 
544,420,000 in the pre-war census 
to $67..'J83,000 in 1945. 


Value Increases Oreatlv 


On a per-acre basis, the average 


value of farm land and buildings 
in this 
county increased 
from 


S100.47 in 1944 to $140.69 in the 
recent census. 


Since these 
average 
per-acre 


values include 
uncultivated and 


marginal tracts, they do not rep- 
resent the going prices of highly 
productive acreages in the county. 


The value of all machinery and 


implements on farms in the county 
increased from S3.596.000 m 1910 
to S5.63-i.flOO in the recent census.
